
Bylaw No. 1615 


Regulating Truck Traffic 


(Passed by Council April 26th, 1954, and 
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Section 514. For the purpose of this section, unless 
the context otherwise requires. 

Definition 

(1) The expression heavy vehicle" means:— 

(a) A motor vehicle, with or without load, 
weighing five tons or more, or exceed¬ 
ing 35 feet in total length; 

(b) A motor vehicle which alone or to¬ 
gether with any trailer, semi-trailer 
or other vehicle being towed by the 
motor vehicle weighs five tons or 
more, or, a motor vehicle which together 
with trailer, semi-trailer or other 
vehicle being towed, exceeds 35 feet 
in total length. 

Restriction of Heavy Traffic 
to Specified Highways 

(2) Subject to the provisions of subsections (5) 
and (6) of this section, heavy vehicles are hereby 
restricted in their operation, use or presence on the 
highways of the City to those portions of the high¬ 
ways expressly specified in Schedule D hereto, which 
said Schedule D is hereby incorporated into and 
made a part of this bylaw. 


Drivers of Heovy Vehicles 
Prohibited From Using 
Other Than Specified 
Highways 

(3) Subject to the provisions of subsections (5) 
and (6) of this section, no person shall drive or 
operate a heavy vehicle, on any of the highways 
of the City, except solely upon those portions of 
highways expressly specified in said Schedule D, 
and any portion of a highway not expressly specified 
in said Schedule D, is for the purposes of this section 
declared to be a highway prohibited to heavy 
vehicles 

(3a) No person shall operate a heavy vehicle as 
herein defined between the hours of 11:00 o'clock 
in the afternoon and 7:00 o'clock in the following 
forenoon upon any route that is listed in Schedule 
"D" to this bylaw under the heading "Prohibited 
Routes 11:00 p.m. to 7:00 a.m.," provided such is 
properly marked with signs to that effect, of a type 
approved by the Commissioners. 

Penalty for Offence 

(4) Subject to the provisions of subsections (5) 
and (6) of this section, any person operating a heavy 



vehicle upon any highways of the City, except solely 
upon the portions of highways expressly specified 
in said Schedule D, shall be guilty of an offence 
against this bylaw, and upon conviction of such 
offence, the person concerned shall be subject to 
the payment of a penalty of not less than $10.00 
nor more than $100.00 and in addition thereto, to 
payment of costs. 

Exemption From Offence in 
Certain Cases 

(5) No person shall be convicted of an offence 
under this section 514, if he proves to the satisfaction 
of the magistrate trying the case that, 

(a) He was at the time engaged in the delivery 
or collection of goods, wares or merchandise 
to or from bona fide customers of the owner 
of such heavy vehicle, the premises of which 
said customers abut a highway prohibited 
to heavy vehicles; 

(b) He was going to or from the business 
premises of the owner of the heavy vehicle 
concerned, in cases where the business 
premises of said owner abut on a highway 
prohibited to heavy vehicles. 

(c) He was going to or from premises abutting 
a highway prohibited to heavy vehicles for 
the purpose of the servicing or repair to the 
heavy vehicle; 



and that such heavy vehicle was being operated 
upon a highway prohibited to heavy vehicles which 
constitutes the most direct and practicable route 
between the premises referred to in subclauses (a) 
(b) and (c) and the portion of the highway expressly 
specified in Schedule D nearest to the premises 
concerned. 

(d) He was pulling a motor vehicle disabled by 
accident or otherwise from a highway pro¬ 
hibited to heavy vehicles; 

(e) He was driving a public passenger vehicle 
in respect of which the owner holds a sub¬ 
sisting certificate from the Highway Traffic 
Board of the Province of Alberta and the 
owner also holds the written consent of the 
City Commissioners to drive and operate 
the public passenger vehicle upon the high¬ 
way upon which it was being operated. 


Section Not to Apply to Certain 
Classes of Vehicles 

(6) This section 514 shall not apply to: 

(a) A vehicle owned by or in the service of the 
City and being actually used in the service 
of the City; 

(b) An ambulance; 



Signs to Be Placed and 
Maintained 

(7) The City Commissioners are hereby directed 
to have appropriate signs placed and maintained 
wherever necessary on the highways of the City to 
indicate to drivers of heavy vehicles the highways 
restricted to the use of heavy vehicles and expressly 
specified in said Schedule D. 


Sections 507 to 512 to Be 
Observed 

(8) Nothing contained in this section 514 shall 
be deemed to excuse any person concerned from 
compliance with the provisions of Sections 507 to 
512, both inclusive, of Bylaw 1288.
